WASHINGTON, Jan. 21— 
President Truman submitted 
to Congress Monday a budget 
calling for $85,444,000,000 of 
expenditures to finance what 
he called the fight for security 
and peace in the 1953 fiscal 
year, which begins July 1. 

He earmarked 76 per-cent of 
the total for “major national se- 
curity programs,” including 60 per 
cent for. military services alone 
and the rest for such things as 
atomic energy, defense production 
and the merchant marine. 


The President estimated re- 


ceipts at $70,998,000.000 for a pro- 


spective deficit of $14,446,000,000 
and again called on Congress for 
tax law revisions, including some 
rate increases, that would reduce 
the anticipated deficit to about 


$10,000,000,000. 


At the same time, Mr. Truman 
announced plans for a $5,000,000,- 
000 to $6,000,000,000 expansion of 
over a 
period of about five years. He 
did not budget funds for this pro- 


gram, explaining that it would not 
‘appreciably affect expenditures in 
the 1952-1953 period. 


The President’s new budget 
broke all peacetime records in the 
size of the prospective deficit as 
well as in expenditures and re- 
ceipts. It was sent to Congress 
by messenger, and the accompany- 
ing budget message was read to 
the House and Senate by clerks, 
as is customary.

$550-Your Share in the New Budget . 


The President’s budget message, handed 
to Congress Monday requested funds greater 
than the pater wee has ever spent in any 
one year except for two during World War II. 
It immediately brought cries for economy and 
cuts from members of Congress. 

Examination shows that Congress invari- 
ably has this reaction but when the final 
budget is approved there are usually very 
few cuts. In three of the last five years Con- 
gress has wound up voting more money than 
Mr. Truman requested.

Let’s look at a few figures in connection 
with the request: 

Sixty cents out of every dollar would go 
to the armed forces. How much of that can 
be cut back? These funds for buying the 
tools of defense, of providing the weapons 
which we must have as a guarantee of secu- 
rity can be cut very little. We have only to 
remember the era of Louis Johnson to know 
that we cannot buy peace and security from 
aggressors with economy. 

Congress will be asked to increase the pay 
of the armed forces in the sum of at least 
$1,000,000,000. This is an election year and 
politics takes preced@énce over everything 
else. Politicians will not argue about the pay 
for men who are asked to risk their lives, 
their careers, their futures in defense of their 
country, But from the standpoint of those 
serving and their own stake in the nation’s 
economy, the wisdom of such raises should be 
questioned very carefully. 

With each passing day it becomes more 
and mere doubtful if a satisfactory truce can 
be arranged in Korea, another factor which 
makes it doubtful if any cuts can be effected 
in the armed forces program.

The 
Hoover Commission report for reorganization 
of government agencies has effected cuts 
wherever put into use and if extended could 
bring about more billions in saving. 

The 81st Congress’ put about half of the 
Hoover Commission recommendations into 
effect and saved $2,000,000,000. If the other 
half of the commission’s blueprint will save 
another $2,000,000,000, surely now is the time 
to make it effective. 

But according to Business Week, the Agri- 
culture department and the VA are virtually 
untouched by the efficiency-economy pattern. 
The Interior and Post Office departments are 
not much better. 

Congress should make every effort to 
eliminate extravagance and waste not only in 
the armed forces program, but in every 
department of government. We cannot econ- 
omize in achieving the armed strength we 
must have, but we can exert every effort to 
get our money’s worth for what we spend. 
The danger point in taxation is already here, 
as Senator George says. 

Inflation controls must be strengthened. 
The $85,000,000,000 budget in 1952-53 will 
buy less than $50,000,000,000 in 1945. 

There is a ray of hope in the picture. Al- 
though our strength must be maintained into 
the foreseeable future, we should begin to 
attain that necessary for our security during 
the next two years. After that, we should be 
able to maintain that strength without as 
heavy military appropriations as during this 
period of hasty rearmament. -

The Basic Principles 
Of Good Business 


Called upon to consider reorganization of 
the administrative setup of the state school 
system, the General Assembly can choose 
between several suggested plans. Or it can 
reject all proposals and maintain the status 
quo—state school board members appointed 
by the governor and the state superintendent 
elected by the people. 

As the legislators study the proposed re- 
organization, we would re-emphasize what we 
think are the fundamental principles,of school 
administration: 

Our schools are big business, perhaps the 
most important business in the state. They 
should be run by the methods and standards 
of good business. No business can be admin- 
istered successfully unless there is a definite 
chain of responsibility in management—from 
stockholders to board of directors to manager. 

In the business of running schools the 
people are the stockholders, members of the 
board of education are the directors, the 
superintendent is the manager. 

To insure that chain of responsibility, in 
keeping with good business practice, we insist 
that the school board should be elective and 
that the superintendent should be appointed 
by the board. : 

The same holds for the organization of 
county school systems. Several counties are 
asking for passage of local bills setting up 
their school administration on this plan. We 
think the request should be respected.

School authorities in Macon, Ga., and ‘Mani- 
towoc, Wis., are arranging for an exchange of 
high schools and homes for 30 students from each 
city. The experiment is scheduled for either 
February or March this year, and the proponents 
claim it is the first of its kind ever contemplated 
in this country. 

Macon in central Georgia is finely typical of 
the best among Southern communities.

The State’s Role 
In Party Politics 


Governor Talmadge’s presidential electors bill, 


which comes up for a vote in the Senate Tuesday, 
pa is causing many Georgians to realize that they 
never had anything to do with the election of a president. 


They 


have little or nothing to do with choosing the nominee of the 
national Democratic Party or national Republican Party. Then, 
with the Democratic nominee running against the Republican nomi- 
nee, the Georgia citizen—or for that matter the citizen of any 
other state—has no direct vote on the nominee. 


‘The governor of Georgia, who- 
ever he may be, handpicks the 
delegates to the National Demo- 
cratic Convention to try to help 
nominate a presidential candi- 
date. He doesn’t have this pow- 
er, but he, whoever he is from 
time to time, takes it because 
you—the average voter—forfeit 
your choice to him. The Gov- 
ernor handpicks the Democratic 
electors. He takes this power 
because you forfeit it. 


Just how much do you have 
to do with nominating the 
President of the United States? 
You have a little, but it’s far 
removed. Your power starts 
with the election of your local 
Democratic committeeman—an 
election which most Georgians 
ignore. You elect a_ ilocal 
Democratic committee. The 
local committee selects dele- 
gates to the State Democratic 
Convention. The state con- 
vention chooses a State Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee. 
The executive committee #e- 
lects the delegates to the Na- 
tional Democratic Convention. 
And the delégates attending 
the National Democratic Con- 


. vention vote on a presidential 


nominee. 


That’s what part—little as it 
is—you could play in nominat- 
ing a president. Actually, there 
is little concern over electing 
the local commitfeeman; in a 
spirit of harmony, the local com- 
mittee permits the governor- 
nominee to handpick delegates 
to the state convention; the state 
convention is nothing more nor 
less than a pep meeting for the 
victorious gubernatorial candi- 
date and the party machinery 
from there on is the governor’s. 

The governor’s delegates go 
to the national convention and 
they: fuss and. fume for. recog- 
nition, but the convgntion— 
knowing Georgia is a one-party 
state and can be counted on to 
vote Democratic—laughs and ig- 
nores Georgians. The conven- 
tian nominates a candidate, with 
or without Georgia’s vote. 

The name of this national can- 
didate is placed on Georgia’s bal- 
lot, according to law of 1948 
and custom for many years prior 
to that. Underneath the na- 
tional candidate’s name is listed 
the Georgia Democratic electors. 
On the opposite side of the bal- 
lot is the name of fhe Republican

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nominee, whom Georgia had vir- 
tually nothing to do with nom- 
inating. 


You dislike both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican nominees, 
but because you are a loyal 
Democrat, you check an “X” be- 
side the names of the Demo- 
cratic electors. You think you 
have voted for the Democratic 
presidential] nominee. Legally 
you haven’t. You have voted for 
a group of Georgians to go to 
the electoral college and decide 
who ghall be the president of 
the United States. The electoral 
college dates back to the times 
when presidential candidates 
couldn’t travel over the nation, 
when there were limited com- 
munication and transportation 
facilities and the people—not 
wishing to vote in ignorance— 
sent their representatives to the 
national meeting to exercise 
their best judgment and pick a 
president. 


There is no law that will re- 
quire the elector to vote the 
Democratic ticket even if his 
name is under the Democratic 
banner. The Constitution of 
the United States doesn’t pro- 
vide for election of the presi- 
dent by the people. Morally, 
the elector is bound to vote for 
the party nominee. 

It is to erase this moral tie 
that Governor Talmadge—work- 
ing with South Carolina’s Gov. 


James Byrnes, who addresses 


the Georgia Legislature soon— 
is sponsoring his electors_ bill. 
The bill would eliminate the 
presidential candidate’s name 
from the Georgia ballot, and 
Georgia Democratic’ electors 
would feel morally free to cast 
their ballots for Senator Russell 
or anyone else in the electoral 
college should President Truman 


will live in history 10,000 years 
after they are forgotten. 


Every Georgian 30 or 35 years 
old remembers the great engi- 
neer of whom the people didn’t 
know whether he was a Repub- 
lican or Democrat.

year, 1952. Expenditures were put 
at $70,881,000,000 and receipts at 


$62,680,000,000 for a prospective 


deficit of $8,201,000,000. 
Previous peacetime records were 
$44,633,000,000 of expenditures in 


fiscal 1951, $42,211,000,000 of re-' 


ceipts in 1948 and a deficit of 
$8,400,000,000 in 1948. 

The pre-war peaks in all three 
categories were set in the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1941. When 
expenditures were $13,387,000,000, 
receipts $7,227,000,000 and the 
deficit $6,159,000,000. 

Only in two years of World War 
II, when outlays wént above the 
$95,000,000,000 mark, have ex- 
penditures exceeded the sum 
budgeted by President Truman 
for the year beginning next 
July 1. 

Congress will find it hard, how- 
ever, to cut the new budget sub- 
stantially in view of the fact that 
the government will start the 
1953 figcal year with about $72,- 
800,000,000 of unexpended funds. 

That sum has already been 
provided by Congress in appropri- 
ations and other types of spend- 
ing authority, mainly for military 
procurement, foreign aid and 
such other long-range programs. 

The President asked Congress 
to supplement the carry-over by 
$84,260,000,000 in new spending 
authority. Since a substantial part 
of this money will in turn be car- 
ried over into the 1954 fiscal year, 
*a large part of any cuts voted by 
Congress this session would be 
reflected not in expenditures 
during the coming fiscal year, 
1953, but in future years. 

Mr. Truman called the 1953 
program “the price of peace” and 
conceded it was a heavy one. 

“But when freedom is at stake,” 
he declared, “it is a price which 
_all of us will gladly pay.” 

Despite its size, the President 
emphasized that the budget did 
not entail “all-out. mobilization.” 
Rather, he called it a plan “to 
carry us a long way forward on 
the road to security—at a pace 
which is not only within our pres- 
ent economic capacity, but which 
will enable us to grow stronger 
in the years to come.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21—(P— 
Members of a House inquiry com- 
mittee Monday assailed President 
Truman’s plan to reorganize the 
Internal Revenue Bureau as a 
hastily contrived package de- 
signed to soften the impact of tax 
ecandals. 

Legislators in both houses of 
Congress have generally been 
cool to the President’s plan. 
Among other things, it would 
abolish the 64 regional collectors 
of internal revenue, who are po- 
litically appointed. They would be 
replaced by 25 Civil Service re- 
gional collectors.« 

Nevertheless, Speaker Rayburn 
(Dem., Texas) told newsmen 
after a White House visit Monday 
forenoon he is confident the 
House will approve the program. 
Rayburn said he passed that word 
to Mr. Truman.

Using radioisotopes, the by- 
products of atomic energy, to mark 
flies for identification when later 
recaptured, scientists of the Com- 
municable Disease Center, Public 
Health Service, Federal Security 
Agency, have demonstrated that 
the common housefly is a hobo, 
who occasionally travels up to 
eight miles or more in search of 
a handout. 


That ‘was one observation they 
reported in three papers to the 
American Association of Economic 
Entomologists, meeting in Cincin- 
nati. In six recent tests, they re- 
leased more than 200,000 radioac- 
tive flies, a certain percentage of 
which turned up later among the 
2,250,000 flies trapped at certain 
distances from the release points. 

Entomologists-consider the flight 
range of flies and other insects im- 
portant, both in measuring their! 
role in disease. transmission and 
in planning effective control op- 
erations. ight range can be de- 
termined in a number of ways. 
Since the early 1900’s, dyes, chalk, 
and enamel have beer used to 
mark flies. The latest method is 
to tag the insects with radioisoto-

Fulton County Attorney Harold 
Sheats Monday night urged that 
East Point “get in behind” the 
Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Authority 
to build a hospital in South Fulton 
County. He also said the Author- 
ity should consider the construc- 
tidn of another hospital in North 
Fulton County. 

Sheats told the East Point City 
Council which was discussing the 
proposed South Fulton-Fayette- 
Clayton County Hospital Author- 
ity that East Point would not be 
released from the five-mill county 
bond obligation to the: Fulton- 
DeKalb Authority. He said that 
Bast Point would carry only a 
double load if it assumed a finan- 
cial part in another hospital plan. 
. “But theré is a serious need for 
@-hospital in South Fulton,” 
. SHeats continued. “It’s senseless 
to. carry patients the full length 
of the county to Grady Hospital. 
The Fulton-DeKalb Authority 
should build a hospital down 
here and perhaps in the north of 
the county too.”
